Oswald affiliation 
to remain mystery, 
Helms speculates 

WASHINGTON (AP) — Former CIA 
Director Richard Helms said Wednes- 
day he doubts anyone will ever know 
who or what Lee Harvey Oswald 
represented when he assassinated 
President JohnF. Kennedy. 

“Nobody knows today what Oswald 
represents, 0 Helms said during a break 
in dosed-door questioning before a 
House assassinations subcommittee. 

“This is the whole question, the whole 
thing. It’s never been resolved and I 
£on’t think it ever will be resolved, 0 
Helms responded when asked if he knew 
as a CIA official at the time of the 
assassination Nov. 22, 1963, that Oswald 
had ties with either the Soviet KGB or 
the CIA. 

Helms said Oswald’s possible link* 
with the KGB will never be known “until 
the KGB tells you that. 0 

“Or the CIA tells you (of CIA ties),” a 
reporter asked. 

“Oh, that’s silly,” Helms replied. 

Helms was the CIA’s director of plans 
at the time Kennedy was assassinated 
and later became director of the agency.
